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Two locals caught in area drug bust 


STAFF REPORT 

A major western Kentucky drug 
bust has led to the arrest of two Mar¬ 
ion residents. 

Barry K. Beard, 42, and his daugh¬ 
ter, Brittany N. Beard, 18, both of 
Tom Miner Road were arrested about 
4 a.m., Saturday during a joint in¬ 
vestigation between various western 
Kentucky sheriffs departments, Ken¬ 
tucky State Police and the Bureau of 
Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms (ATF). 

Barry Beard was charged with 
firearm-enhanced trafficking of 
methamphetamine, possession of 
firearm by convicted felon, posses¬ 
sion of marijuana, possession of 
drug paraphernalia, and three 
counts of second-degree wanton en- 
dangerment with more charges fol¬ 
lowing, investigators said. He 
remains lodged without bond in the 
Crittenden County Detention Center. 

Brittany Beard was charged with

complicity to trafficking metham¬ 
phetamine, three counts of second- 
degree wanton endanger ment, 
possession of marijuana and posses¬ 
sion of drug paraphernalia. She has 
been released on a $5,000 cash 
bond. 

The investigation started in Padu¬ 
cah Friday night, moved to Calvert 
City and then to Marion after mid¬ 
night, according to information from 


the McCracken County Sheriffs De¬ 
partment in Paducah. 

Kentucky State Police and ATF 
agents arrested the Beards at their 
home in rural Crittenden County 
where detectives seized approxi¬ 
mately 715 grams of methampheta¬ 
mine allegedly packaged for sale and 
worth an estimated $71,500. Officers 
also found a loaded AR-15 .223 cal¬ 
iber rifle and about $19,000 cash. 
Police said three small children, in¬ 
cluding an infant, were at the Beard 
residence and the rifle and drugs 
were located in areas easily accessi¬ 
ble by the children, which resulted in 
the felony wanton endangerment 
charges. Investigators believe the 
weapon was registered to Brittany 
Beard, but that has not been con¬ 
firmed. Officers think she had been 
providing transportation for her fa¬ 
ther's trafficking business because 
he does not have a valid driver’s li-

cense. 

Jesse Riddle, a detective with the 
McCracken County Sheriffs Depart-

Crittenden County Attor¬ 
ney Rebecca Johnson and 
the Crittenden County Child 
Support office have been 
recognized again this year 
for their outstanding work in 
identifying beneficiaries and 
collecting child support. 

The Kentucky Cabinet for 
Health and Family Services 
(CHFS) announced the 
state’s 20 top-performing 
child support contracting of¬ 
ficials late last week. Crit¬ 
tenden County was ranked 
in the top five counties with 
1,000 or fewer cases. 


It is the fourth straight 
year that Crittenden’s child 
support team has been rec¬ 
ognized among the best in 
Kentucky. 

Last fiscal year ending 
Sept. 30, Crittenden’s 
agents collected more than 
$1 million in child support. 

The office is under the 
county attorney’s oversight 
and its agents are Debbie 
Brown and Brenda Croft. 

“In every county, our con¬ 
tractors are working hard for 
the families of their commu¬ 
nities,” said DIS Deputy 
Commissioner Steve Veno, 


who leads the CSE. “In 
counties large and small, 
they continue to improve 
services so the children they 
serve get the financial sup¬ 
port they are entitled to.

Volunteers sought 
for male sentinels 
at local elementary

A strong show of support - 
and force - greeted Crittenden 
County Elementary School 
students who returned to 
class Monday morning follow¬ 
ing perhaps the worst school- 
related tragedy in history 
Friday in Connecticut. 

Superin¬ 
tendent Dr. 

Rachel 
Yarbrough 
and adminis¬ 
trators A1 
Starnes and 
Vince Clark 
were among 
staff members 
standing in 
front of the el¬ 
ementary school on the first 
day back following news of 
the New England school 
shooting. 

Additionally, men who have 
volunteered for the new CCES 
Watch Dogs program were 
standing like sentinels of 
strength as parents - cer¬ 
tainly more acutely aware of 
the potential for lurking evil - 
dropped off their youngsters 
for the last days of school 
leading up to the Christmas 
holiday. 

The holiday break starts 
today and runs through Jan. 
3 when students go back to 


school. 

Dr. Johnny 
Newcom, a 
local chiro¬ 
practor who 
helped start 
the Watch 
Dogs program 
at the elemen¬ 
tary school, 
says the vio¬ 
lence seen last week is pre¬ 
cisely why he and school 
administrators support a 
stronger, more visible show of 
strength at the school. 

Teachers are almost exclu¬ 
sively women at CCES. A few 
weeks ago, Newcom and Prin¬ 
cipal Melissa Tabor developed 
the Watch Dogs program, 
which aims to keep men at 
the school all day long. 

Newcom was among those 
standing in front of the school 
on mornings early this week. 

“Under the current circum¬ 
stances, we need two ‘dogs’ in 
here every day,” Newcom 
said, pointing out that men 
who help are known as watch 
dogs, which is based on a na¬ 
tional campaign to make 
schools more secure. It was 
developed by the father of a 
student after a previous 
school shooting. 

The watch dogs are fathers, 
grandfathers, uncles and 
other male volunteers, some 
without any ties to students 
at the school, Newcom said. 
About 20 are currently partic¬ 
ipating in the program, but 
more are needed. Newcom is

Feds to restrict fishing near Barkley Dam 


Local fisherman among 
those who believe new 
rules will be too strict

The U.S. Army Corps of Engineers 
Nashville District says it is finalizing 
plans to implement round-the-clock 
restricted access to hazardous waters 
immediately upstream and down¬ 
stream of all Corps-owned locks and 
dams, flood control dams and multi¬ 
purpose dams on the Cumberland 
River and its adjoining tributaries. 
The Corps said in a news release is¬ 


sued late last week that this action 
moves the Nashville District into full 
compliance with Corps regulations. 

The primary impact of these pro¬ 
posed restrictions will be on anglers 
who tend to congregate near Barkley 
Dam at certain times of the year be¬ 
cause of the excellent fishing oppor¬ 
tunities those waters provide. 

Fishermen and county leaders in 
the region have vowed to fight the 
proposal. 

Bob Campbell, a Marion fisherman 
and former owner of Brushmaster 
Lure Company, says he, too, opposes 
further restrictions around the dam. 

“While at certain times - like when 


gates are open - these are dangerous 
waters, for most of the time they 
aren't so bad,” Campbell said. “There 
are people who literally make their 
living on these waters.” 

The upper area of restriction in¬ 
cludes one of Campbell’s favorite 
places to fish for striped bass. 

“I've fished there several times and 
safety rules have always been fol¬ 
lowed. Same for below (the dam) for 
sauger, striper, bass and catfish,” 
Campbell explained. 

Catfishing below the dam is a 
major attraction, drawing dozens of 
anglers at any given time. 

“We just don't fish there when 


gates are open and we always follow 
safety rules,” Campbell said. “Fur¬ 
ther restrictions would close these 
fine waters, hurt fishermen and ulti¬ 
mately hurt the communities near 
the dam.” 

A public information meeting will 
be held in Paducah next month. The 
meeting will allow the public to re¬ 
spond to the proposed plans. De¬ 
tailed information regarding time and 
place of the meeting will be provided 
to the public as soon as it is finalized. 

The restricted areas will be the 
minimum area allowed according to

Death spiral. Hellhole. 
Both ominous terms, par¬ 
ticularly as we live out our 
final moments before Fri¬ 
day’s Apocalyptic event 
called for by the Mayan cal¬ 
endar. But that’s how 
Forbes.com, the online ver¬ 
sion of the popular business 
magazine, describes Ken¬ 
tucky - one of 11 fiscal hell¬ 
holes headed in a death 
spiral because more people 
are taking from the govern¬ 
ment than are putting in. 

Whether overspending 
on the public payroll or dol¬ 
ing out entitlements like 
communion wafers at an- 
end-of-the-world church 
service, Frankfort is upside 
down, requiring 105 tax¬ 
paying Kentuckians to sup¬ 
port 100 of their fellow 
residents, or so reports 
Forbes. On the upside, 
there were states in much 
worse fiscal condition, ac¬ 
cording to the report. 

There’s more good news 
for Kentuckians, too. 

Per 24/7 Wall St.’s sec- 
ond-ever nationwide assess¬ 
ment, the Bluegrass State 
has progressed from the 
worst run state in 2011 to 
only the seventh-worst in 
this year’s rating. The on¬ 
line financial news and 
opinion corporation gave 
Kentucky a AA-credit rat¬ 



ing, which means nothing 
to me other than it was the 
fourth worst in the nation. 
We are also among the top 
five states in poverty rate 
and bottom five for median 
income - the mid-point be¬ 
tween the fattest paychecks 
and the skimpiest. Appar¬ 
ently, in the common¬ 
wealth, wealth is not so 
common. 

If each Kentuckian, even 
those slacking newborns 
who refuse to look for work, 
sent a $3,107 check to the 
state treasury toward the 
state debt, so says 24/7 
Wall St., even the most ar¬ 
dent accountant would be 
pleased with the resulting 
balance sheet. So that big 
Christmas bonus... yeah, 
just go ahead and forward 
that on to Frankfort before 
lawmakers converge on the 
capitol in a couple of weeks. 
Remember, it’s the season 
for giving. 

That’s just the problem, 


however. There’s too much 
giving going on off the backs 
of those fortunate enough to 
have had work over the last 
few economically-depressed 
years. Right about now, 
some on the left are boiling, 
suggesting I advocate push¬ 
ing granny off the cliff and 
leaving the laid-off worker 
out to shiver in the chilled 
winter air. Meantime, a few 
on the right are saying 
something like, “Amen. I’m 
tired of my money going to 
help some lazy bum.” 

But Granny’s not going 
anywhere. In fact, slip her 
another gingerbread man 
past the dietitian; we’ll even 
joyfully pay for an extra 
dose of insulin so she can 
enjoy the spoils of the holi¬ 
days. To the unemployed, 
quit standing out in the 
cold. Come on in and warm 
yourself by the fire. And you 
moms trying to support 
three young’uns chirping 
away for their next meal on 
only part-time income and 
no help from a deadbeat 
dad, you can have an entire 
cookie sheet of gingerbread 
men to feed the family. 
However, you might want to 
be a little more selective 
with your next man. 

We fiscal conservatives 
are not Scrooges, merely 
more considerate stewards 


of taxpayer dollars. We un¬ 
derstand that the economy, 
if a plant, would still be 
withered and drooping. We 
know that there are people 
in Kentucky in true need of 
public subsidies. We are not 
heartless. We are not bean 
counters. And we are not all 
Republicans. What we are is 
tired - tired of handouts to 
those undeserving and tired 
of wasteful spending to prop 
up public employees who 
spend a significant portion 
of their day tweeting. 

No one in Kentucky 
wants to be in a death spiral 
or live in a hellhole. No one 
wants to live in the 44th 
worst run state. But quite 
simply, government from 
D.C. down to each state- 
house has become irrespon¬ 
sible - on both the left and 
right - loosening their grip 
on money when their fists 
should be clinched even 
tighter. 

This is in no way an in¬ 
dictment of our own current 
or outgoing lawmakers in 
Frankfort who have seen 
the true needs in every cor¬ 
ner of their respective dis¬ 
tricts and tried to make life 
a little better for those peo¬ 
ple. But when you run with 
the gang from the wrong 
side of the tracks, fingers 
may be pointed your way, 


even if undeserved. And un¬ 
fortunately, those on the 
“good” side of the tracks 
doing the pointing are will¬ 
ing to do little more than 
just that - point and shout. 

Government is a complex 
beast. It’s a guard dog, a 
herder, a show dog and a 
service animal. Its handlers 
rarely set out to let it dig up 
the neighbor’s lawn or leave 
unwanted presents in the 
flowerbed. But with so 
many handlers, the beast is 
bound to get a little misdi¬ 
rected from the din of in¬ 
structions all being shouted 
at the same time. 

This government of the 
people, for the people, is 
also by the people, meaning 
lawmakers and their con¬ 
stituents are each responsi¬ 
ble for civil discourse to 
resolve a burgeoning fiscal 
problem. So if Friday does 
not bring Armageddon and 
we don’t fall off the fiscal 
cliff soon thereafter, re¬ 
member, we’re all in this to¬ 
gether. Reform does not live 
or die at the ballot box.

Mapleview Cemetery 
group seeks more 
donations to operate 

To the Editor: 

Like many non-profit organizations, the Mar¬ 
ion Cemetery Board of Directors has had the dif¬ 
ficult task of performing routine maintenance in 
a time of decreased revenue. While costs of mow¬ 
ing, tree trimming and tree removal have in¬ 
creased over the last decade, the interest income 
from the association's perpetual care invest¬ 
ments have decreased. There is a plan in place 
to develop the property north of the cemetery to 
continue to have lots available for purchase for 
the future of Mapleview Cemetery. This property 
was purchased several years ago but has yet to 
be developed as part of the cemetery. 

The cemetery board generates income for the 
following sources: Interest income on its perpet¬ 
ual care investments, lot sales (of which half is 
invested in the perpetual care fund), donations, 
and rent for the crop land that will be developed 
into grave spaces. From May 2010 to May 2011 
the cemetery had income of $13,839.21 from 
these sources while the expenses were 
$15,894.00. From May 2011 to May 2012 the in¬ 


come was $24,056.90 with the expenses of 
$18,290. 

We anticipate the perpetual care investments 
to generate quite a bit less over the next few 
years because of the decrease in interest rates 
as these investments come up for renewal. We 
also anticipate the rent from the cropland this 
year to be very minimal if anything. As you can 
see the potential shortfall over the next few years 
could be significant for general maintenance, let 
alone the much needed future development. 

In an effort to increase the general fund for fu¬ 
ture maintenance and development, the board 
is asking for donations from families who have 
interest in the cemetery. These donations will be 
tax deductible. We also ask that you consider 
making donations, both now and in the future, 
in memory or in honor of someone. Those dona¬ 
tions will be acknowledged to the person or fam¬ 
ily. Another way to help with future cemetery 
expenses is to consider making a bequeath 
through your will.

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Stevens to retire as Crittenden 
Schools Food Service Director

After 30 years of dedi¬ 
cated service to Crittenden 
County Schools, Food Serv¬ 
ices Director Janet Stevens 
will retire at the end of this 
year. 

When Stevens applied for 
the position of Food Services 
Director, she said the appli¬ 
cation process required 
being interviewed by a team 
of individuals. 

“Whenever I went for my 
interview, I had eight people 
around that table interview¬ 
ing me,” Stevens recalls. “I 
was scared to death.” 

Stevens said she will al¬ 
ways feel gratitude to former 
school board member Don 
Travis who spoke of her hard 
work ethic. Travis was fore¬ 
man at Potter and Brumfield 
where Stevens worked 20 
years prior to joining the 
school system in August of 
1982. 

“When my children were 
born, I wanted to be home in 
the summer with them and 
that’s when I applied for this 
job. I’ve stayed with it all 
these years,” she said. 

As an administrator, 
Stevens has been involved in 
all areas of the food service 
program. 

That includes working 
with commodities, meeting 
food safety regulations and 
guidelines, maintaining fed¬ 
eral and state records, coor¬ 
dinating with food service 
managers at each of the dis¬ 
trict’s schools, preparing 


menus 
and writ¬ 
ing reports 
to the 
board of 
education. 

The 
work day 
starts 
early for 
Stevens. 

Each 
morning 
she arrives at 6 a.m. and is 
available to assist as needed 
in a school cafeteria. 

“If there was an emer¬ 
gency and somebody could¬ 
n’t get to work, I could go in 
the kitchen and help them 
get the breakfast,” she said. 

Stevens gives much credit 
to the food service employees 
at each school for their hard 
work and dedication to their 
jobs. 

“I appreciate them,” 
Stevens said. “I couldn’t do 
my job without their sup¬ 
port.” 

Stevens said school 
breakfasts and lunches are 
important meals for stu¬ 
dents and she is concerned 
with new regulations that 
place a maximum amount 
on calories per serving. 

“We have a lot of children 
in this district where this is 
the two main meals they re¬ 
ceive. And when you are re¬ 
stricted on the number of 
calories you can give them, 
that hurts. Because we have 
children who need it,” she 
said. 


Over the years Stevens 
has seen many colleagues 
come and go throughout the 
district. One constant has 
been the students and the 
importance of planning nu¬ 
tritious meals for each 
school. 

Crittenden County Super¬ 
intendent Dr. Rachel 
Yarbrough said Stevens will 
be missed. 

“It is rare that a school 
district has such a high 
quality individual with such 
a strong commitment to 
Crittenden County students, 
faculty and families. Janet 
Stevens has demonstrated 
these qualities for over 30 
years as the food service di¬ 
rector. Her positive contri¬ 
butions to the school district 
will be missed,” 

A native of Crittenden 
County, Stevens resides in 
Crayne with her husband 
C.W. They have two chil¬ 
dren, Clay and Casey; and 
five grandchildren, Clay, 
Chase, Jacob, Jaden and 
Sydney. 

“I love my job. I am not 
leaving because there is any¬ 
thing wrong with my job. 
But it’s time someone else 
learned it,” she said. “I’ll 
probably spend as much 
time as I probably can with 
my grandchildren.

Caldwell residents 
plead guilty to 
spotlighting deer 

Four people from Caldwell 
County pleaded guilty last 
week in Crittenden District 
Court to spotlighting deer. 

Crittenden County Conser¬ 
vation Officer Randy Conway 
charged three men and one 
woman on Nov. 24 after ob¬ 
serving them casting rays of a 
spotlight into a field in the 
northeast part of the county. 

Conway was on routine pa¬ 
trol about 10:40 p.m., when he 
witnessed the spotlighters. 
Charged were Joseph M. Med¬ 
ina, Whitney R. Lantrip, Cody 
A. White and Sebastian N. 
Hughes. Each was fined $150 
for spotlighting and $100 for il¬ 
legally pursuing wildlife, plus 
court costs. The fines and 
costs amounted to over $400 
apiece. Special District Judge 
Robert Soder also ordered 
Lantrip to forfeit to the court a 
.22-caliber Savage semi-auto¬ 
matic rifle and a Black and 
Decker rechargeable spotlight. 

COLD CASE: 

Authorities still 
looking for car 
involved in wreck 

It has been just over two 
years since an unknown driver 
forced an elderly Marion man 
off the highway, causing an ac¬ 
cident and injuries from which 
the elderly man later died. 

Local authorities say a hand¬ 
ful of leads led nowhere follow¬ 
ing a wreck that led to the 
death of 78-year-old Willard L. 
Oliver on Oct. 5, 2010. 

Sheriff Wayne Agent said 
clues back then were few, but 
his department followed up on 
each one of them. The case 
remains open and anyone with 
information can call 965-3400. 

At the time, a witness said it 
was a man was driving a gray 
Ford Focus that allegedly 
caused the automobile acci¬ 
dent on U.S. 60 East 11 miles 
from Marion near the intersec¬ 
tion of Blackford Church Road. 
Later, it was determined that 
the make of the car may have 
been something different. It 
was, however, gray. The time 
was about 5:30 p.m., when the 
gray car was passing two other 
vehicles on a straight stretch of 
the highway when it allegedly 
forced off the road a 1997 Ford 
Ranger driven by Oliver. 

Oliver’s car left the highway 
and crashed into a ditch. Oliver 
suffered head and neck in¬ 
juries and died four days later 
at an Indiana hospital. 

The driver of the gray car 
was believed to have been a 
middle aged man. After al¬ 
legedly causing the wreck, the 
driver of the gray car stopped 
briefly, but then left the scene 
heading toward Sturgis. 

Gun store opens 
on Main Street 

There’s a new gun store on 
Main Street across from the 
courthouse. Bill and Kory 
Wheeler have opened Tactical 
Arms in a family-owned build¬ 
ing (formerly a beauty salon 
and before that Marion Tot and 
Teen). 

The retailer will carry a wide 
line of guns, ammunition and 
shooting and hunting acces¬ 
sories. Inventory will include 
hunting firearms and tactical 
weapons. 

The Wheelers have also 
owned and operated restau¬ 
rants in Marion since 1999. 
They currently own The Front 
Porch. 

Grand jury indicts 8 

The Crittenden County 
Grand Jury indicted six individ¬ 
uals last week and opened two 
other sealed indictments from 
last month. 

Grand juries do not deter¬ 
mine innocence or guilt. In¬ 
stead, they decided whether 
enough evidence exists to 
send a felony case to circuit 
court. Those indicted or 
opened last week were: 

•Steven Spurlin, 24, of Mar¬ 
ion was indicted on charges of 
first-degree trafficking in a con¬ 
trolled substance (10 or more 
units) by complicity; second- 
degree trafficking in a con¬ 
trolled substance (10 or more 
units) by complicity; and pos¬ 
session of marijuana. Accord¬ 


ing to court records, Spurlin 
was charged by Deputy Greg 
Rushing with selling Percocets 
and Lortabs on Aug. 25. 

•Cody Hackney, 20, of Mar¬ 
ion was indicted on charges of 
first-degree trafficking in a con¬ 
trolled substance (10 or more 
units) by complicity and sec¬ 
ond-degree trafficking in a con¬ 
trolled substance (10 or more 
units) by complicity. According 
to court records, Spurlin was 
charged by Deputy Greg 
Rushing with selling Percocets 
and Lortabs on Aug. 25. 

•Sammy Gipson, 49, of Mar¬ 
ion was indicted on charges of 
first-degree trafficking in a con¬ 
trolled substance, second of¬ 
fense (less than two grams 
methamphetamine); first-de¬ 
gree trafficking in a controlled 
substance, second offense 
(greater than two grams 
methamphetamine); posses¬ 
sion of drug paraphernalia; 
and first-degree criminal abuse 
(child under 12). Court records 
say that Gipson sold meth to a 
cooperating witness on Nov. 1. 
The investigation also uncov¬ 
ered an alleged meth pipe, 
which the complaint says was 
used in front of a small child 
and then left in a place where 
the child could have gotten it. 

•Rudy York, 64, of Marion 
was indicted on charges of op¬ 
erating an ATV on a public 
roadway; possession of mari¬ 
juana; trafficking in marijuana, 
more than eight ounces but 
less than five pounds; and 
possession of drug parapher¬ 
nalia. York was arrested after 
Deputy Rushing and Det. Rob¬ 
bie Kirk of the Pennyrile Area 
Narcotics Task Force stopped 
his ATV on a rural road near 
Shady Grove on Oct. 6. The 
police report says an orange 
plastic tote on the ATV was full 
of alleged marijuana. Later, a 
search of York's residence un¬ 
covered what police said ap¬ 
peared to be a growing 
operation in his pump house. 

•Michael S. Doom, 42, of 
Marion was indicted on 
charges of first-degree posses¬ 
sion of a controlled substance 
(opana), a schedule II narcotic; 
and possession of prescription 
medicine not in its original con¬ 
tainer. Court records say the 
defendant was taken to Crit¬ 
tenden Hospital by ambulance 
on Oct. 5. When arriving at the 
hospital, he removed his shirt 
and several pills fell onto the 
floor. Eight were opana, the 
complaint says, and others 
were medications for which he 
had a prescription, but they 
were not in the proper con¬ 
tainer as state law requires. 
Doom did not have a prescrip¬ 
tion for the opana, court 
records said. 

•Dorothy Powell, 55, of 
Dixon was indicted on a 
charge of first-degree posses¬ 
sion of a controlled substance 
(meth). According to court 
records, Powell was acting as 
a cooperating witness on Nov. 

1 and made a drug buy for po¬ 
lice, but kept an amount of the 
drug for herself. 

•Matthew H. Harris, 21, of 
Smithland was indicted on a 
charge of theft by unlawful tak¬ 
ing. Court records allege that 
Harris entered the home of a 
relative on Oct. 15 in Critten¬ 
den County and took firearms 
from a gun safe without per¬ 
mission. 

•Joshua Jones, 24, of Mar¬ 
ion was indicted on a felony 
count of flagrant non-support 
for failing to pay $1,130 in child 
support. 

Judge imposes 
prison on two; 

2 get probation 

Crittenden Circuit Court 
Judge Rene Williams sen¬ 
tenced a Marion woman to five 
years in prison last Thursday 
after the woman pleaded guilty 
to three felony charges. 

Danielle C. Davis, 23, 
pleaded guilty to charges of 
second-degree burglary by 
complicity and two counts of 
second-degree unlawful trans¬ 
action with a minor. 

She was arrested in August 
after items believed taken dur¬ 
ing a burglary were found at 
her home and the home of two 
juveniles, who were allegedly 
involved in the case. Marion 
Police Department investi¬ 
gated the case. 

Davis was sentenced to five 
years on each of the charges 
with the time to run concur¬ 
rently. Commonwealth Attorney 
Zac Greenwell opposed proba¬ 
tion for Davis. 


In other circuit court action 
last week, Brian Lynn Prater, 
27, of Marion pleaded guilty to 
charges of fourth-degree as¬ 
sault, domestic violence; alco¬ 
hol intoxication and an 
amended charge of second- 
degree fleeing or evading po¬ 
lice. The fleeing charge was 
reduced from a felony to a mis¬ 
demeanor in exchange for the 
plea. 

Police records indicate that 
on July 7 they were sum¬ 
moned to a residence in town 
where Prater had allegedly as¬ 
saulted his girlfriend. Police 
say Prater fled the scene, hid 
in a tree and was later found 
drunk riding a bicycle away 
from the area. 

Prater was sentenced to 12 
months on the fleeing charge 
and 12 months on the assault 
charge. He was credited for 
time served and the balance 
was probated for two years. 

Facing a probation violation 
in Mississippi, Prater has 
waived extradition and will be 
taken back to that state to face 
that charge. 

During formal sentencing 
phase of a burglary case, 
Judge Williams imposed the 
jury-recommended 20-year 
prison sentence on Chris Hill, 
36, of Marion. Last month, a 
circuit court jury found Hill 
guilty of burglary and for being 
a persistent felony offender. 

Hill was accused of taking a 
large, flat-screen television 
from a Marion residence along 
with co-defendant Chase Bing¬ 
ham, who had previously 
pleaded guilty to the crime. 

Hill’s sister pleaded for the 
court’s mercy last week, say¬ 
ing she was certain her brother 
wasn’t involved in stealing the 
TV. She said he has two young 
children and she didn’t think he 
would jeopardize his freedom 
to be with them over a televi¬ 
sion. She also questioned the 
fairness of the jury’s racial 
makeup because there were 
no African Americans on the 
panel. Hill is black. Jeniffer Hill 
asked Judge Williams why 
there wasn’t a change of 
venue in the case. 

Judge Williams said a 
change of venue motion was 
never made by Hill’s defense 
attorney. 

Judge Williams told Hill and 
his family, several of whom 
were in the courtroom, that his 
defense counsel has 30 days 
to file a notice of intent to ap¬ 
peal the verdict. 

The court offered Hill no op¬ 
portunity for probation. 

In another case, Judge 
Williams granted probation to 
Joshua Jones who pleaded 
guilty to flagrant non-support. 
Jones was sentenced to five 
years and granted probation. 

New area code 

A new 364 area code will oc¬ 
cupy the same geographic 
area of western Kentucky as 
the current area code 270, the 
Kentucky Public Service Com¬ 
mission (PSC) announced 
Monday. 

The PSC said the overlay 
option is the least disruptive for 
all customers and imposes the 
smallest cost on businesses in 
the area. This is the first area 
code in Kentucky created by 
an overlay. Area code 270 was 
created in 1999 by splitting 
area code 502. 

“This decision means that 
everyone who now has an 
area code 270 phone number 
can keep that number,” PSC 
Chairman David Armstrong 
said. “The only thing that will 
change is that 10-digit dialing 
will be required for local calls 
beginning in early 2014.” 

Ten-digit dialing means that 
an area code must precede 
the seven-digit phone number 
for all local calls within the cur¬ 
rent area code 270 territory. 
Long-distance calls within area 
code 270 will require 11-digit 
(1 plus area code plus num¬ 
ber) dialing, like any long-dis¬ 
tance call to outside the area. 
Ten-digit dialing also will be re¬ 
quired for all calls where local 
calling areas span the bound¬ 


ary between area code 270 
and adjoining area codes. 

With more than a year until 
final implementation, there will 
be ample time for a smooth 
transition that will allow every¬ 
one to become familiar with 
the new dialing rules, Arm¬ 
strong said. 

The PSC noted in its order 
that public comments received 
in the case overwhelmingly fa¬ 
vored an overlay. The other 
option was to split area code 
270 and designate a portion as 
area code 364, with both land¬ 
line and wireless customers in 
the affected portion required to 
change their area code as a 
result. 

“Public opinion has shifted 
dramatically in the six years 
since the PSC last considered 
this matter,” Armstrong said. “It 
appears that the public is 
much less concerned about 
10-digit dialing than about the 
possibility of having to change 
phone numbers.” 

Comments from the busi¬ 
ness community noted that a 
split would force businesses in 
the area receiving the new 
area code to change printed 
materials, signage and any¬ 
thing else bearing their phone 
number, the PSC said in its 
order. 

In selecting an overlay, the 
PSC noted that it has become 
the preferred method for creat¬ 
ing new area codes. Overlays 
pose the fewest technical is¬ 
sues for implementation by an 
increasing complex telecom¬ 
munication industry, the PSC 
said. 

Overlays have been used for 
all but one (in New Mexico) of 
the last 24 area codes created 
nationwide, the PSC noted in 
the order. 

For example, the West Vir¬ 
ginia Public Service Commis¬ 
sion in 2008 at first opted to 
split the state’s sole area code. 
But opposition from the public 
- especially the business com¬ 
munity - forced it to reverse 
course a month later and cre¬ 
ate a statewide overlay. 

The Kentucky PSC was for¬ 
mally notified in April of the 
need for a new area code by 
the North American Numbering 
Plan Administrator (NANPA), 
the agency that distributes 
blocks of phone numbers to 


providers and tracks number 
exhaustion in area codes. 

NANPA originally said a new 
area code would be needed in 
early 2015, but later revised 
that projection to early 2014. 

“The need for a new area 
code is driven largely by de¬ 
mand for new numbers associ¬ 
ated with wireless devices, but 
also is suggestive of increas¬ 
ing economic activity,” PSC 
Chairman Armstrong said. “As 
such, it is a positive develop¬ 
ment.” 

The PSC opened the area 
code case in August. Public in¬ 
formation sessions were con¬ 
ducted in October in Bowling 
Green, Elizabethtown, Glas¬ 
gow, Henderson, Hopkinsville, 
Owensboro and Paducah. 

PSC staff also spoke to civic or 
business organizations in 
Bowling Green, Elizabethtown, 
Henderson, Hopkinsville, 
Madisonville and Murray. 

Today’s PSC order sets an 
implementation schedule for 
the overlay that extends over 
the next 13 months. Telecom¬ 
munication providers are or¬ 
dered to begin preparing their 
networks for the change no 
later than Feb. 2, 2013. 

Landline and wireless local 
service providers also are re¬ 
quired to prepare customer ed¬ 
ucation plans, submit them to 
the PSC by mid-February and 
begin implementing those 
plans in February as well. 


A permissive dialing period 
will begin on Aug. 3, 2013. 
During that time, calls may be 
made using either the current 
seven-digit dialing rules or the 
new 10-digit dialing rules. 

The permissive dialing pe¬ 
riod is intended both as a tran¬ 
sition period to the new dialing 
patterns and as an opportunity 
for private telephone systems 
to be reprogrammed and 
tested in preparation for 
mandatory 10-digit dialing. 

Mandatory 10-digit dialing 
will go into effect on Feb. 1, 
2014. At that point, calls using 
the current dialing rules will no 
longer be connected. 

The first numbers using area 
code 364 may be assigned be¬ 
ginning March 3, 2014. Area 
code 270 numbers can be as¬ 
signed after that date, but their 
availability will depend on how 
many remain in the inventory 
of each individual service 
provider. 

In addition to the education 
programs required of the serv¬ 
ice providers, the PSC also will 
work to educate customers 
about the new area code and 
what it will mean for them. 

PSC staff will be available to 
make presentations to local 
governments, chambers of 
commerce, civic groups and 
other organizations. To sched¬ 
ule a presentation, contact An¬ 
drew Melnykovych, public 
information officer for the PSC.

From the archives of The 
Crittenden Press come two 
interesting stories of busi¬ 
nesses that once operated 
in Marion.

April 20, 1951 

A new industry for Marion 

A new industry, not only 
to Marion, but new in the 
widest sense, is the only 
one of its kind in the United 
States. 

Through the indefatiga¬ 
ble and untiring efforts of 
our fellow townsman, Em- 
mitt Rodgers, who has 
begun the manufacture of 
an article which is indis¬ 
pensable for the use of sol¬ 
diers, sailors, marines, 
laundries, housewives and 
all other places where the 
marking of clothing and 
other articles is essential. 
The product is handled 
under the trade name of 
"MI-MARKER," which is 
protected by U. S. Patent 
laws, and is being sold 
throughout the country to 
Army posts and installa¬ 
tions and many other dis¬ 
tributors. 

Rodgers has taken over 
the space in the Jenkins 
Building formerly occupied 
by the pool room, which has 
been thoroughly renovated 
and painted, and where he 
now has a force at work. 
Also, a number of Marion 
housewives are now en¬ 
gaged in assembling the 
various parts of the Marker 
in their home. (Tink Hin- 
klin remembers when the 
company occupied the office 
space next to the dry clean¬ 
ers on Carlisle Street. He 
said the MI stood for Mili¬ 
tary Identification-Markers). 

*** 

Nov. 11, 1954 

Four years ago, in No¬ 
vember 1950, the Mi- 
Marker Company, located 
in the Jenkins Building in 
Marion, developed and per¬ 
fected a laundry and clothes 
marking kit for members of 
the Army and Air Force. 
From a humble beginning, 
the firm has grown steadily, 
until today. About 20 peo¬ 
ple from the community are 
steadily employed. 

Sales during the past 12 
months have been over 
$200,000. More than 150 
Army, Air Force, Navy and 
Marine bases and installa¬ 
tions in the United States 
are now offering Mi-Marker 
kits through their post ex¬ 
changes. The kits are also 
handled through exchanges 
in Alaska, Panama, the 
South Sea Islands, Japan, 
Germany and France. 

Kits are also made for 
camps and schools, or 
wherever there is a risk of 
confusing identification of 
clothing in a group. 

The product has been de¬ 
veloped into a handy, pack¬ 
aged kit enabling the user 
to make up his own rubber 
stamp for clearly identifying 
his clothing with his name 
or serial number. With the 
product, laundry and clean¬ 
ing mix-ups are virtually 
eliminated, as the stamps 
and ink employed provide 
an unmistakable lasting 
identification. 

Contained in each kit is 
a full set of assorted num¬ 
bers and letters, from which 
the user makes up his own 
rubber stamps. The letters 
are affixed to a self-adher¬ 
ing convenient handle. A 
bottle of indelible ink, an 
ink pad and directions for 
use complete the kit. 

Prior to the development 
of the product for use by 
servicemen, there were 
some 30 different compa¬ 
nies marketing various 
types of clothing markers. 
All of these were inade¬ 
quate, and did not meet 
military regulations and 
were frequently too expen¬ 
sive, selling for as high as 
$2.50. 

In December 1950, the 
Fort Campbell and Camp 
Breckenridge Post Ex¬ 
changes each purchased 
6,500 Mi-Marker kits, re¬ 
tailing them to servicemen 
at 75 cents each. The de¬ 
mand for the kits was great 
and before January of 1951, 
both exchanges reordered 
the units.

Forgotten Passages 


From the beginning, 
sales expanded to the pres¬ 
ent nation-wide and exten¬ 
sive foreign distribution 
coverage through post ex¬ 
changes. 

Continually to strive and 
improve their product, the 
Mi-Marker Company has 
recently adopted a modern 
two-tone plastic box for 
packaging each individual 
kit. These have replaced the 
former cardboard boxes 
that were used. 

The ink pads and stamp 
handles on which the rub¬ 
ber letters are mounted 
were formerly shaped from 
wood. To improve their use 
in service, these parts are 
now molded in plastic. 

The operation at the 
Marion Mi-Marker plant be¬ 
gins with the molding of raw 
rubber into the various 
sizes of letters and numbers 
that are used in the various 
types of kits manufactured. 

In the molding process, a 
special raw rubber manu¬ 
factured by B. F. Goodrich 
Co. is molded or cooked on 
an "Acropiate." Over 2,000 
pounds of rubber are used 
each month. 

The molded rubber let¬ 
tered sheets are then perfo¬ 
rated or sliced part way 
through the rubber by 
hand-operated knives. This 
permits the desired letters 
to be removed from the 
sheet easily by the user. 

A given quantity of strips 
of letters or numbers are 
then packed, along with the 
stamp, ink pad and ink, 
into the plastic boxes. 
These in turn are packed in 
shipping cartons ready for 
shipment by truck or parcel 
post to the various post ex¬ 
changes or other distribu¬ 
tors. 

The company was 
founded by Emmett 
Rodgers and Murray 
Rodgers of Paducah. Pres¬ 
ent management is under 
Emmett Rodgers, who has 
offered a standing invitation 
to visitors to stop in any 
time and view the opera¬ 
tions of this thriving local 
industry. (The business

February 1954 

A business that was built on 
a gardenia and a memory 
By Mrs. Hattie Winn 

In 1943, I visited my son, 
Lt. Harold Winn, who was 
stationed at Camp Wheeler, 
Ga. The gardenias were in 
full bloom and I especially 
admired a large bush which 
grew near the officers’ club. 
Harold picked three of the 
blooms from the bush and 
presented them to me. I 
cherished these blooms and 
brought them back to Mar¬ 
ion with me. When I got 
home, I planted the garde¬ 
nias. They grew and thrived 
and I was so proud of them. 
As I watched them grow, I 
thought of my happy visit to 
Harold. Little did I realize it 
would be my last visit to see 
him. 

He went overseas in July 
1944, where he was killed 
in action near St. Lo 
France. I was grief stricken;

I felt as if my whole world 
had tumbled in. I was on 
the verge of insanity. I felt 
as if I had nothing left to 
live for. It wasn't fair to my 
family. That summer the lit¬ 
tle gardenia plants died 
from lack of care, but the 
memory of them lingered in 
my heart. 

One day I wrote a letter 
to the commanding officer 
at Camp Wheeler. I told him 
about the gardenias Harold 
had given me and how I 
planted them and they 
grew. But after the sad 
news of Harold's death, 
from lack of care, the plants 
died. I asked him to send 
me a couple of cuttings 
from the bush as a memo¬ 
rial to Harold. At first, I did¬ 
n't mail the letter because I 
thought he would say, “Oh 
that is just another senti¬ 
mental mother," and would 
throw the letter away. 
About three weeks later, on 
a sudden impulse, I put the 
letter out for the postman. 
Before I had time to change 
my mind, it was gone. Three 
or four days later I received 
a letter from the command¬ 
ing officer saying he was 
going to send me the entire 
bush, and it would be 
shipped by truck from 
Camp Wheeler. 

It came by Army truck 
and accompanied by two of¬ 
ficers who presented to me 
the gardenia bush weighing 
about 15 pounds. It was a 
beautiful plant and I was so 
overcome I could hardly re¬ 
alize my wish had been 
granted. This was more 
than I had expected. It was 
really too large for my sun 
porch, so I purchased a 
small greenhouse where it 
continued to grow and 
bloom. 

In the spring my friends 
urged me to get some potted 
plants. I did and in a short 
time I added three more 
sections to my little green¬ 
house. Little did I realize 
the gardenia bush would 
open a new way of life for 
me. 

I began to think things 
over and realized I was only 
one mother among thou¬ 
sand of others who had suf¬ 
fered the same great loss. I 
kept trying to find myself, 
and I did. I soon found I 
could help others in their 
sorrows and that I could 
bring happiness, beauty 
and consolation to those 
who needed it through the 
beauty of flowers. I didn't 
feel sorry for myself any¬ 
more. 

I built a small brick 
building and connected it to 
my greenhouse, which is 
now known as the Cottage 
Flower Shop. I enjoy a nice

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will build my church; and the 
gates of hell shall not prevail 
against it." (KJV) 

Jesus Christ, the chief 
cornerstone, declared that 
upon Himself, and not Peter, 
He would build His church. 

The Word of God and ac¬ 
curate church history bears 
this out. The church of the 
living God is not built upon 
Peter, but upon Jesus Christ, 
the "Chief Cornerstone" and 
Son of the living God. 

Also, Jesus Christ is given 
the name "The Chief Shep¬ 
herd" in the Word of God.

Crittenden County’s basketball 
team is almost always in the zone. 

Or should we say, facing the 
zone. The 2-3 zone defense. 

However, that zone is starting to 
look a little better to the Rockets. 
Not because they’re busting it open 
with perimeter shooting, but be¬ 
cause of their patience and passing 
and some opportunistic scoring in 
transition. 

Livingston Central - like many 
other teams in the area - deployed 
a zone against the Rockets Friday 
in Smithland during the teams’ first 
matchup since Livingston won the 
district championship a year ago.

Lampley blocked five shots in 
the game while dominating the 
paint with nine points and 13 
rebounds.

“We have to be smart enough 
to give her a head fake,” Hodge 
said. “That’s just being young.” 

At one point, Crittenden 
County had three eighth 
graders, a sophomore and a 
junior on the floor. Illness and 
injury has sidelined two 
starters and the Lady Rockets’ 
first forward off the bench. 
Seniors Kaitlin Binkley and 
Davana Head have both been 
diagnosed with mononucleosis 
and they will likely be out until 
after the holidays. Khyla Moss 
has a knee injury and is out 
until next week at the earliest. 

Our young kids are getting 
some valuable playing time 
and will continue getting play¬ 
ing time because we have no 
idea when we’re getting these 
other girls back,” Hodge said. 

The holiday break is coming 
at a good time, the coach ex¬ 
plained. It will help her team 
recouperate from illness and 
injury and also give her some 
needed practice time. Trying to 
mesh middle schoolers into the 
lineup may be one reason the 
girls are having trouble scor¬ 
ing. Coach Hodge says the 
team’s timing is off because 
many of the girls are not used 
to playing with one another. 

“Defensively, we’re holding 
other teams down enough that 
we believe we can win. We’re 
just not scoring, our offense 
isn’t in sync,” Hodge said. 


Crittenden is 2-7 overall and 
finished the first half of the dis¬ 
trict schedule with a 1-2 mark, 
beating Trigg and losing to Liv¬ 
ingston and Lyon. 

The girls are, however, on a 
six-game losing streak dating 
back to that win at Trigg 
County on Nov. 30. 

University Heights and Web¬ 
ster County, two of the better 
teams in the Second Region, 
have over the past week de¬ 
feated Crittenden’s girls. Web¬ 
ster lashed the Lady Rockets 
62-13 Tuesday night as Crit¬ 
tenden failed to get anything 
going offensively. The girls 
scored just one point in the 
third period. Most of Critten¬ 
den’s scoring was done by 
eighth graders.

With no Farm Bill in 
place, we are still unable to 
sign up continuous CRP 
contracts or any other type 
of program other than 2011 
SURE or certifications. If 
you are interested in a con¬ 
tinuous CRP contract, we 
can still take your informa¬ 
tion and can start the 
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Higginson-Henry’s antler limit changes 
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process. We will just be un¬ 
able to finalize the contract 
until we have a Farm Bill in 
place. 

•Conservation Loans are 
now available to complete 
conservation practices. 
These loans are designed to 
help operators implement 
any Natural Resources 
Conservation Services 
(NRCS) approved conserva¬ 
tion practice. The maxi¬ 
mum guarantee FSA can 
issue is 75 percent. These 
loans are handled out of 
our farm loan site at the 
Hopkinsville office. If you 
need any additional infor¬ 
mation, please contact the 
farm loan team at 886- 
2545. They will be happy to 
answer any questions you 
may have. 

•We are currently taking 
applications for the 2011 
SURE disaster program, 
certifying fall seeded small 
grains such as wheat or 
rye. We have been working 
on certifying CRP ground as 
well. Due to receiving new 
imagery, we are working on 
updating maps. If you have 
not gone through your 
maps at the office, please 
do so as soon as it is con¬ 
venient for you. We would 
like to have these as up¬ 
dated as soon as possible 
before we start reporting for 
spring planted crops. 

•We would like to remind 
producers that the 2012 
Census of Agriculture from 
the National Agricultural 
Statistic Service (NASS) will 
be arriving soon. We en¬ 
courage you to respond to 
these questionnaires either 
by mail or via the web at 
agcensus. usda. gov. 

I cannot stress how im¬ 
portant it is for producers 
to file accurate data with 
these surveys. Deadline is 
Feb. 4. 

•The Dec. 15 deadline to 
certify wheat, rye and other 
fall seeded crops has been 
extended. This is the first 
year that the wheat certifi¬ 
cation deadline has been 
this early. Due to this fac¬ 
tor, anyone who forgot to 
certify their wheat can still 
do so. Your late filing fee 
will be waived. If you still 
need to certify, do so as 
soon as possible.

The Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife Commission at its 
quarterly meeting earlier this 
month proposed removing 
the elk hunting unit system 
for the 2013-2014 elk sea¬ 
sons. Commission members 
also voted to modify deer 
hunting regulations at Hig- 
ginson-Henry Wildlife Man¬ 
agement Area in Union 
County, along with some 
small game regulations. 

The commission recom¬ 
mends all hunting, fishing 
and boating regulations for 
approval by the General As¬ 
sembly and approves all ex¬ 
penditures by the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources. All rec¬ 
ommendations must be ap¬ 
proved by legislators before 
they become law. 


Effective for the next 
year’s elk season, the com¬ 
mission proposed removing 
the elk hunt unit system and 
creating three limited entry 
areas (LEAs). Hunters not 
drawn to hunt in a limited 
entry area could hunt any¬ 
where else within the 16- 
county elk restoration zone 
where they have permission 
to do so. 

The restriction that only 
two other persons could as¬ 
sist a drawn elk hunter will 
be removed. The elk lottery 
application start date will 
move to Jan. 1, beginning 
with the 2014 elk season. 

In other elk-related busi¬ 
ness, the commission will re¬ 
place the three-day 
youth-only elk hunt on Paul 
Van Booven WMA in 


Breathitt County with a 
youth hunt of 10 hunters 
who may hunt the elk 
restoration zone (outside the 
LEAs) for all elk seasons. 
The commission also pro¬ 
posed an amendment to the 
elk hunting regulations al¬ 
lowing a drawn hunter to 
participate the following year 
if a death in the immediate 
family prevents the hunter 
from participating in the elk 
hunt for which the person 
was drawn. 

In deer-related business, 
the commission removed the 
15-inch outside spread 
antler restriction from Hig- 
ginson-Henry WMA in Union 
County and Beaver Creek 
WMA in McCreary and Pu¬ 
laski counties. 

In small game-related 


business, the commission 
recommended allowing .25- 
caliber air rifles to take small 
game for the 2013-14 sea¬ 
son. They also proposed al¬ 
lowing an experimental 
hunting framework for bob- 
white quail on the Sinclair 
Tract of Peabody WMA, be¬ 
ginning with the 2013-14 
season. This will allow biolo¬ 
gists to learn more about 
quail harvest thresholds. 
During the statewide quail 
hunting season next year, 
hunters can use this tract 
from 8 a.m., to 3 p.m., Mon¬ 
day through Saturday, but 
will have to check in daily at 
the WMA office. They will 
also have their hunter har¬ 
vest logs visible in the wind¬ 
shield of their vehicle and fill 
them out upon check-out. 


Signs now posted on 1-69, parkway gone 


A contractor for the Ken¬ 
tucky Transportation Cabi¬ 
net has switched the new 
38-mile section of Interstate 
69 in Lyon, Caldwell, and 
Hopkins Counties to new 
mile points and new signage. 
Old mile markers for the for¬ 
mer Western Kentucky Park¬ 
way have been removed or 
covered. 

The change also reoriented 
the east-west direction of the 
former Western Kentucky 
Parkway to north-south for 
1-69 from the 1-24 inter¬ 
change near Eddyville to the 
Breathitt-Pennyrile Parkway 
interchange near Madis- 
onville. 

Transportation Cabinet 
spokesman Keith Todd said 
there are a few old signs that 


will have to be removed over 
the next few days, but the 
new 1-69 signs and mile 
markers are to be used to re¬ 
port emergencies to area 
agencies. 

“I think the toughest chal¬ 
lenge for everyone is the re¬ 
orientation from east and 
west that we’ve used for so 
many years to the north- 
south direction for 1-69,” 
Todd said. 

Todd emphasized that mile 
points along the “co-badged” 
section where 1-24 and 1-69 
run together from the Pur¬ 
chase Parkway Interchange 
at 1-24 Exit 25 near Calvert 
City to the 1-24 exit 42 inter¬ 
change near Eddyville will 
remain the same.

ment, said the Beard home 
had been somewhat fortified 
with survellience and mo¬ 
tion-detecting cameras. Rid¬ 
dle said Beard did not resist 
when officers entered his 
home before dawn. 

Riddle said investigators 
believe the quantity of meth 
found at Beard’s residence 
had been imported from per¬ 
haps Mexico. Based on his 
law enforcement experience, 
Riddle said the meth did not 
appear to have been manu¬ 
factured at Beard's home. 

“(Beard) is a large traf¬ 
ficker,” Riddle alleged. “We 
believe he has been moving 
a whole lot of meth” in west¬ 
ern Kentucky. 

Although Beard currently 
faces state charges, Riddle 
said there is a strong likeli¬ 
hood the ATF will pursue 
federal drug conspiracy 
charges against the Beards. 
There is no parole in the fed¬ 
eral penal system. 

Five other people in Mc¬ 
Cracken and Marshall coun¬ 
ties were also arrested on 
methamphetamine charges 
Friday and Saturday. 

The investigation started 
with arrests in Paducah at 


about 4 p.m., Friday at a 
home on Ashbrook Street. 
Police executed a search 
warrant and arrested Timo¬ 
thy Perez, 39; Stacey Perez, 
35; Crystal Green, 33; and 
Darrell “Mitch” Duckett, 36. 
They allegedly found in Pad¬ 
ucah methamphetamine, 
several sets of digital scales, 
meth smoking pipes, two 
handguns - one with a de¬ 
faced serial number - and 
several hundred dollars in 
cash. 

Detectives with Marshall 
County Sheriffs Department 
executed a search warrant 
at a Grant Street home in 
Calvert City early Saturday 
morning where they al¬ 
legedly found methamphet¬ 
amine packaged for sale, 
drug paraphernalia and pre¬ 
scription controlled sub¬ 
stances. Sabrina Riley, 28, 
was arrested at that loca¬ 
tion. 

Investigators said Duckett 
and Barry Beard each have 
extensive criminal histories 
with felony convictions. Offi¬ 
cers said these suspects 
have allegedly trafficked 
more than $1 million worth 
of methamphetamine in 
western Kentucky. Beard 
was also on felony probation 
at the time of his arrest.

CRITTENDEN 
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Fredonia farm 
placed on Trail’s 
historic registry

Fredonia residents Elbert and Linda 
Bennett have received notification that 
part of their family farm has received a 
place on the National Trail of Tears 
Record. 

Specifically, the Crider Tavern Com¬ 
plex has been added to the Trail’s his¬ 
toric registry as well as other buildings. 

Work began in the fall for historic 
preservation of the site, Bennett said. 
Signage will be placed in the spring of 
2013. 

Included in the designation are the 
Crider-Wyatt Cemetery, Brook Ceme¬ 
tery, Crider corn crib and barn and the 
former Crider Tavern, which is part of 
the home belonging to the Bennetts’ 
daughter, Mollie McGowan, on Old 
Mexico Road. 

Jacob B. Crider moved to Fredonia 
in 1830 and built the home and barn. 
He was a well-known businessman 
and farmer in the area, owning several 
acres of land and livestock, Bennett 
said. Jacob Crider and his family are 
buried in the Crider-Wyatt Cemetery

on the farm owned by the Bennetts. 

Crider also built the 19th century 
corn crib, which remains standing 
today. 

The old tavern was originally a log 


structure but has now been bricked as 
part of McGowan’s modern home. It, 
the cemeteries and corn crib are all 
part of the complex that has earned its 
place on the Trail of Tears registry. 


School board settles on CCES design

Crittenden County Board of Educa¬ 
tion continued last week during a work 
session to discuss the latest informa¬ 
tion relating to renovation plans at the 
elementary school and upgrades at the 
middle school. 

Superintendent Dr. Rachel 
Yarbrough said architects and a con¬ 
tractor have looked at the plans to¬ 
gether to give the school district in idea 
about costs. Dr. Yarbrough said the 
projections are well below the amount 
anticipated. 

The renovation will include the addi¬ 


tion of classrooms for a growing ele¬ 
mentary school population, renovation 
of the administrative area and im¬ 
proved security for the building. 

The school’s architect says the proj¬ 
ect should stay within the proposed 
amount of $1.46 million. That figure 
would also include the addition of a 
new fire alarm system and other new 
expenses recently brought to light. 

Dr. Yarbrough told board members 
after paying for the elementary school 
renovations, the district’s bonding ca¬ 
pacity would be about $3 million, 
based on current financial figures dis¬ 
cussed at last week’s board working 


session. The board has discussed 
using some of that borrowing power for 
needed upgrades to the middle school. 

Board members approved blueprints 
for the addition and remodeling at the 
elementary school. 

The board also approved the leasing 
of a bus from Audubon Area Commu¬ 
nity Services in the amount of $ 1. The 
lease will run from Dec. 1, 2012 to Nov. 
30, 2013. Bus mechanic Wayne Win¬ 
ters said the vehicle being leased is a 
1994 automatic model with 70,000 
miles on it. The district will use it as a 
spare vehicle and for trip use.

Corps regulations upstream 
and downstream of locks, 
dams and power plant facili¬ 
ties. All forms of water ac¬ 
cess within the restricted 
areas will be prohibited in¬ 
cluding boating, swimming 
and wading. 

The Corps continues to 
allow bank fishing in all 
areas that were previously 
approved, including areas 
adjacent to some restricted 
areas. The restricted areas 
will be small areas compared 
to the entire tailwater below 
the dams on federal prop¬ 
erty. 

Fishing and boating will 
still be allowed in non-re- 
stricted areas farther away 
from the dam. 

“We understand the tight¬ 
ened restricted areas in the 
Nashville District may be un¬ 
popular, but it is necessary 
for the district to enforce a 
more restrictive policy that 
complies more effectively 
with U.S. Army Corps of En¬ 
gineers’ ER 1130-2-520, 
Chapter 10,” said Freddie 
Bell, chief of the Natural Re¬ 
source Management Branch. 
“The increased restriction 
will also provide the highest 
level of public safety and ad¬ 
dress physical security is¬ 
sues.” 


Since 2009, three fatali¬ 
ties, one serious injury and 
10 rescues have occurred in 
the hazardous waters imme¬ 
diately downstream of dams 
on the Cumberland River 
and its adjoining tributaries. 

Life jackets have been inef¬ 
fective in these areas, the 
Corps said. All of the victims 
who drowned were wearing a 
life jacket. 

The Corps of Engineers 
characterizes the hazardous 
water areas immediately 
above and below Barkley 
Dam as an industrial area 
that poses a high level of risk 
for the public because of the 
hydroelectric, spilling, sluic¬ 
ing and lock operations that 
are often present or begin 
with little or no warning. 
Such water releases can 
change calm waters into a 
life-threatening situation 
within seconds that can 
swamp, capsize and trap 
boats and people in turbu¬ 
lent waters, the Corps said in 
its news release. 

“We want the public to un¬ 
derstand safety is the 
agency’s highest priority,” 
said Bell. “The tailwater di¬ 
rectly below a dam is a high 
risk area and fishing in this 
area is a high risk activity. 
As we comply with Corps 
regulations by restricting 
these areas, we are also 
keeping the public safe.”

especially concerned about the number 
of volunteers willing to help after 
Christmas when the new semester 
starts. Volunteers are needed for a cou¬ 
ple of hours in the mornings and in 
some cases all day. 

“Whatever time someone can give, it 
is greatly appreciated,” Newcom said. 
Call him at 704-5121 or the school at 
965-2243 to help. 

Dr. Yarbrough was available at CCES 
early this week in order to respond to 
questions from parents or teachers. 

“Our thoughts and prayers go out to 
the Sandy Hook Elementary School 
community impacted by Friday’s 
tragedy, and the many educators who 
have been devastated by the loss of 
their children and colleagues,” Dr. 
Yarbrough said. 

“All indications are that this is an iso¬ 
lated incident very far away from our 
schools in Crittenden County; however, 
we want to remain sensitive to our stu¬ 
dents and parents that may raise ques¬ 
tions and concerns about our own 
safety processes and plans,” she 
added. 

In a letter to teachers and staff, Dr. 
Yarbrough outlined several steps the 
school district was planning this week. 


She sent a copy of the letter to the 
newspaper. Here are excerpts from it: 

•Flags were flown at half-mast this 
week in honor of all students and edu¬ 
cators whose lives were too soon short¬ 
ened. 

•Counselors were available for Crit¬ 
tenden County elementary school stu¬ 
dents or staff. 

•School and district administrators 
met Monday afternoon to review all 
drill schedules, safety procedures and 
plans and to address any other safety- 
related concerns. 

Dr. Yarbrough also says the Ameri¬ 
can Psychological Association (APA) in¬ 
dicates if children ask questions, 
talking to them about their worries and 
concerns is the first step to help them 
feel safe and begin to cope with the 
events occurring around them. 

“What you talk about and how you 
say it does depend on their age, but all 
children need to be able to know you 
are there for them and listening to 
them,” she told teachers in the letter 
delivered to them by email over the 
weekend. 

The school district has in the last few 
weeks developed plans to improve se¬ 
curity at Crittenden Elementary 
through a serious of updates and ren¬ 
ovations that will begin in a few 
months. 


As for the Watch Dogs program, New¬ 
com says anyone interested in helping 
must first undergo a background 
check, which will be conducted by the 
school system. Registration forms for 
participating in the program and the 
cost-free background check are avail¬ 
able at the school. 

At the state level, Rep. Richard Hen¬ 
derson of Mount Sterling has an¬ 
nounced his intent to form a task force 
and study group to examine the feasi¬ 
bility of requiring additional safety 
measures at all public schools in Ken¬ 
tucky. 

“In light of the horrific events that oc¬ 
curred at Sandy Hook Elementary 
School in Connecticut this past week, it 
is clear that we need to re-think the 
safety measures that are currently 
available for our school children in 
Kentucky,” Henderson said. “ I want to 
explore the possibility of providing 
armed school safety officers and/or 
metal detectors to all of our public 
schools. I don’t know if this is econom¬ 
ically feasible at this point, but I intend 
to explore all options we may have to 
protect our kids and hope that appro¬ 
priate legislation can be implemented 
as soon as possible. Now is the time to 
put in measures to prevent that type of 
tragedy from occurring again.” 


Crittenden superintendent addresses shooting issues 


Editor’s note: The following 
is an letter Crittenden County 
School Superintendent Dr. 
Rachel Yarbrough sent home 
with students early this 
week. We are publishing it in 
order to keep the entire com¬ 
munity informed. 

Dear Crittenden County 
Families: 

We are deeply troubled 
and sorrowful to hear of the 
great tragedy in Connecticut 
at an elementary school on 
Friday. Our thoughts and 
prayers go out to the Sandy 
Hook Elementary School 
community that was devas¬ 
tated by the loss of their chil¬ 
dren and educators. 

Our children and staff are 
our most precious resource 
and to that end, we take this 
tragedy as a stark reminder 
of the importance of our 
safety procedures and our 
check-in process for all visi¬ 
tors to our schools. While 
there is no indication that 
this is anything but an iso¬ 
lated incident far away from 
Crittenden County we do 
want to take this opportunity 
to remind all of our families 
that we conduct regular 
drills, including those for a 
building lockdown, and that 
we have secure doors at the 
main entrance to each 
school. All visitors to our 
schools must enter and sign 
in with the school office. 
Other exterior doors to the 
buildings remain locked at 
all times and only staff can 


access those doors. 

In addition, today all 
school and district adminis¬ 
trators will meet and review 
drill schedules, safety 
processes, procedures and 
plans, and other safety con¬ 
cerns. We have also made all 
of our district school coun¬ 
selors available to CCES 
upon their request. These 
are some of the procedures 
that we have in place to help 
ensure student safety and 
security. 

We know that children 
may raise questions and 
concerns about this 
tragedy. The American Psy¬ 
chological Association 

(APA) recommends several 
tips for parents to consider: 
Talk with your child 

If children ask questions, 
talking to them about their 
worries and concerns is the 
first step to help them feel 
safe and begin to cope with 
the events occurring around 
them. What you talk about 
and how you say it does de¬ 
pend on their age, but all 
children need to be able to 
know you are there and lis¬ 
tening to them. 

Keep home a safe place 

Children, regardless of 
age, often find home to be a 
safe haven when the world 
around them becomes over¬ 
whelming. During times of 
crisis, it is important to re¬ 
member that your children 
may come home seeking the 
safe feeling they have being 


there. 

Watch for signs of 
stress, fear or anxiety 

After a traumatic event, it 
is typical for children (and 
adults) to experience a wide 
range of emotions including 
fearfulness, shock, anger, 
grief and anxiety. Your chil¬ 
dren's behaviors may change 
because of their response to 
the event. They may experi¬ 
ence trouble sleeping, diffi¬ 
culty with concentrating on 
schoolwork, or changes in 
appetite. This is normal for 
everyone and should begin 
to disappear in a few 
months. 

Take news breaks 

Your children may want to 
keep informed by gathering 
information about the event 
from the internet, television, 
or newspapers. It is impor¬ 
tant to limit the amount of 
time spent watching the 
news because constant ex¬ 
posure may actually 
heighten their anxiety and 
fears. Other resources can

Giving your child back a 
sense of routine is a critical 
part of “getting back” to nor¬ 
mal. We are prepared to as¬ 
sist your child if they have 
questions. If you have any 
questions or concerns, you 
are always welcome to con¬ 
tact the school principal. 
Please know we have a 
school counselor at each 
school that can assist par¬ 


ents in talking with their 
children or answering ques¬ 
tions. 

We will continue to keep 
you informed on our website 
at www.crittenden.kyschools.us 
of other resources for fami¬ 
lies. Our students and your 
children are our most pre¬ 
cious resource and their 
safety is our priority and we 
will continue to be ever dili¬ 
gent in that effort.
